They should have known, however, 
that Avocados, or rapidly growing 
plants of any kind when raised,

Avocado trees, 
to be satisfactory, must be grown 
in the open, where the roots are 
free to take their natural course, 
aud where the plants wax strong 
and tough in their buttle with the 
elements. 
The thin skin type of 
Avocado is on the average hardier 
than the Pagua or hard shell and 
the fruit smaller. 
In lands where 
both are plentiful, the thin-skinned 
are usually preferred, being consi­ 
dered superior in richness and fla­ 


vor. 
There are exceptions to this 
rule, too, I am sure, for I have 
tasted one 
hard-shell 
fruit 
quite 
equalling in quality the best thin- 
skin variety I know of, but, unfor­ 
tunately, the 
tree seem s one of 
those it is impossible to propagate. 
Plant strong safe trees and 
you 
will have no regrets. 
The Avoca­

tance of the next best thing. Pass­ 
ing up a new industry because peo­ 
ple say it will be overdone, is not 
conservatism, neither is it wisdom. 
Four years ago, against my own 
dpep-down judgment, and the urg­ 
ent advice of the president of a

‘conservative’ 
thing and
